On January 14 Deeds Abstracts - Greg 
Curnoe opened at the Redeemer 
College art gallery. The exhibition 
which runs until February 12th 
presents the most recent work of the 
late Canadian artist Greg Cumoe. 
While he was still living, 
Curnoe accepted Redeemer 
College's invitation to display 
works which reflect the current 
concerns and interests of his art. 
Then two morths before the 
exhibit opening, Curnoe, an avid 
cyclist, died tragically when a 
pick-up truck collided into a 
group of 13 cyclists on a road

Sheila Curnoe, the artist's 
widow generously granted the Re- 
deemer College gallery permission to 
proceed with the planned exhibit 
providing the greater Hamilton 
community with an intriguing study 
of Curnoe’s contemporary work.

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Foundation Scholarships Reinstated

Twenty-five scholarships totalling 
$35,000 are available from the Re- 
deemer Foundation to qualifying high 
school graduates entering Redeemer 
College next fall, says Jeannette 
Lodewyks, a full-time employee of the 
Foundation. 

According to Ladewyks, 20 Leader- 
ship Scholarships each worth $1,250 
will be awarded along with five 
Academic Achievement Scholarships, 
each $2,000 in value and renewable for 
a total of $8,000. 

All applicants must fill out an 
application form, write an essay, and 
be interviewed. 

The deadline for application this 
year is February 1. Interviews of 
candidates for this year’s scholarships 
will be held during a special scholar- 
ship weekend gala held on campus 
March 5 and 6. 

A student qualifies for a Leadership 
Scholarship if he/she has demon- 
strated leadership activity in the 
home, school and /or community. 

To qualify for an Academic Achieve- 
ment Scholarship, a student must 
attain a 90 percent high school aver- 
age. The Academic Achievement

Scholarship can be renewed each year 
the student maintains a90 percent 
average while at Redeemer College. 

Lodewyks notes one of the main 
reasons the scholarships are offered is 
to enhance admissions by increasing 
students’ interest in the college. 

Last year due to lack of finances, the 
Foundation while renewing scholar- 
ships for those who continued to 
qualify did not offer scholarships to 
entering students. 

Lodewyks points to two factors 
which led to the Foundation decision 
to reinstate the scholarships. First, the 
admissions office received consider- 
able feedback from high school stu- 
dents who were concerned that Lead- 
ership Scholarships were not being 
offered. Also the contribution to 
campus activities of first-year students 
attracted to Redeemer College through 
Leadership Scholarships is noticeably 
missing this year with the absence of 
scholarship winners. 

Funding will come from ongoing 
LIFT campaign receipts intended for 
scholarship support.
